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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the election of claims filed on January 13, 2006. Claims 1- 
129 are pending. Claims 1-32 and 124 are elected. Examiner takes this opportunity to also 
examine claims 49-103, 126 and 127. These claims are now grouped with the elected claims 1- 
32 and 124. Claims 33-48, 1 18-123, and.128-130 are withdrawn from consideration. Claims 1- 
32,49-117, 124, 126 and 127 are pending. Claims 1-32,49-117, 124, 126 and 127 represent a 
method for delivering messages over multiple communication mediums. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 13, 28, 65, 102, and 1 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
These claims are a repetition of their respective preceding claim. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 VSC§102

subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-9, 12-25, 28-32, 49-57, 65-78, 86-89, 90-95, 101, 102, 104-109, 1 1 1, 1 12, 124, 
126 and 127 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Smith et al. US Patent
